God’s handiwork 
captured In 
church windows

MISSION HILLS — When’ Msgr. Peter Mimnagh 
commissioned a -world-renowned artist to replacé the 
frosted-glass windows of his St. Vincent de Paul Church 
two years ago, he knew the project would raise’ some 


. eyebrows. 
But when that artist — 72-year-old Suzanne Pascal 
Regan (known to the art world as Pascal) — chose 


outdoor scenes over saintly subjects, the windows took on 
an even greater notoriety. 


The nine windows painted in oil on a Lucite surface 
were dedicated Nov. 22. They feature colorful landscape 
scenes that reflect God’s beauty in nature. Beneath the 
eight side windows of the church are biblical quotations 
for each image.’ 

The main window behind the altar portrays a grassy 
field with a burst of light from the sky representing the 


Holy Spirit. A figure of the risen Christ, which previously 


hung on a cross, graces the center of the window. 

Ireland’s primate, Cardinal Tomas O’Fiaich, a long- 
time friend of Msgr. Mimnagh’s who was in San“ Diego 
last weekend, dedicated the windows during the evening 
Mass. : 


At least one limousine was spotted transporting guests 
who came from places as far away as Austria to witness 
the dedication. 

The story of St. Vincent’s windows has been told 
several times in the last few weeks. Msgr. Mimnagh said 
that most of the comments he has received from 
parishioners and outsiders have been positive. 

The pastor said he and his friend, Pascal, whom he has 
known for some 20 years, discussed creating the new 
windows with stained glass. ‘‘Then she came up with the 
idea of paint on Lucite,’’ he said. 

One-half inch Lucite, an acrylic material, would be 
advantageous because it is impervious to vandals’ rocks, 
Pascal explained. But to enable light to pass through the 
oil paint, she had to devise a technique to apply the oils. 


Pascal then convinced Msgr. Mimnagh that showing 
God’s handiwork could be inspiring to worshipers. 
‘“God’s glory is so evident in his creations,’’ Msgr. 
Mimnagh said. ‘‘Why not use (natural scenes) as 
religious scenes. There is nothing more religious than a 
flower or a tree.”’ 

Many of Pascal’s window paintings were of places she 
has visited: a winter setting from a visit to Switzerland 
and a grassy field in south France where she studied her 
craft years ago. 

Pascal, an impressionistic artist, decided against 
religious figures in her work ‘‘because I didn’t know the 
saints,’’ she told the congregation at the dedication. ‘‘I 
knew what they looked like from other artists’ depictions, 
but I didn’t want to copy them.”’

NOTRE DAME, Ind. (NC) — The. board of 
trustees of the University of Notre Dame Nov. 14 
elected Holy Cross Father Edward A. Malloy, 
associate provost, to succeed Holy Cross Father 
Theodore M. Hesburgh as president of the university. 

Father Malloy, 45, will not take office as the 16th 
president until Father Hesburgh retires after 
commencement exercises in May 1987. Father 
Hesburgh, 69, has headed Notre Dame for 35- years. 
His term has been longer than any other U:S. 
university president. 

A specialist in the ethics of sexuality, war and peace, 
crime and punishment and biomedical issues, Father 
Malloy has studied and taught at Notre Dame. He also 
played basketball for the Fighting Irish. 

At a press conference Nov. 14 Father Malloy 


committed himself to making Notre Dame ‘‘a

university where variety is welcome but also where the 
Catholic heritage will be fostered.’’ 

Alluding to present difficulties in the United States 
such as the case of Father Charles Curran, who has 
been told by the Vatican that he is not ‘‘suitable’’ to 
teach as a Catholic theologian, Father Malloy called it 
“‘an interesting time to become a leader in Catholic ' 
education. 


“Catholic universities have always been the place 
where the church does its thinking,’’ Father Malloy 
said. He pointed out that at one time St. Thomas 
Aquinas was ‘‘on the outs’’ with church: officials but 
that his system of thought has become predominant in 
the philosophy of the church. 

Father Malloy said, ‘‘I think it is important to assure 
the campus at large that I’m not about to make major 
or disruptive breaks with the past.

Vietnamese Catholics thankful 


GARDEN GROVE — The Vietnamese Catholic 
Federation in USA has issued a Thanksgiving Day 
statement in appreciation to ‘‘the people of the United 
States and the world’’ for accepting the half million 
Vietnamese refugees who have settled here. 

The. proclamation issued Oct. 27 by the Vietnamese 
federation expressed gratitude to everyone who assisted in 
the immigration and éettlement of Vietnamese: refugees. 

‘More than half a’million Vietnamese who settled in 
the United States have been welcomed with open arms, 
and supported by the government;and the people of the 
U.S. in their resettlement,’ stated the proclamation. 

“Thanks to the Americah spirit of freedom, love and 
friendship, the Vietnamese refagees in the U.S. are 
enjoying the rights and sharing ¢the duties of all U.S. 
citizens,’’ it continued. 

The federation also ‘recognized the Southeast Asian 
countries and organizations who rescued the Boat People 
and supported their escape and initial resettlement in 
refugee camps. 

The National Conference of Catholic Bishops and all 
U.S. Catholics were thanked ‘‘for helping us in the social, 
educational and religious aspegts of our lives in order that 
Vietnamese culture and religion might be preserved and 
developed and become a part of'the American culture and 
religions.”

Thanksgiving shows 
Americans’ identity 
as immigrant people 


WASHINGTON (NC) — Before carving the 
turkey and turning on the football game, take time to 
recall that Thanksgiving symbolizes Americans’ 
identity as an immigrant people, urges a professor at 
The Catholic University of America. 

Dominican Sister Catherine Dooley, an assistant 
professor of religious studies, said that she is 
appreciative that Thanksgiving is not ‘‘as 
commercialized and frenetic as Christmas.’ but regrets 
that Americans have forgotten what ‘“‘the most 
American holiday’’ celebrates. 

“It is the symbol of our identity as a people. Our 
country’ s greatness lies in that Americans are an 
immigrant people who have ° individually and 
collectively overcome obstacles to journey to a new 
land and become a new people,’’ she said. 


To celebrate the holiday as it should be celebrated, 
Sister Dooley recommended that families: 

© Gather in prayer to give thanks to God. 

© Participate in food and clothing drives to benefit 
the needy. 

© Offer public thanksgiving to God at the dinner 
table for special blessings bestowed during the year. 

Thanksgiving can be a ‘“‘resting place when we 
reflect. on our country’s journey as well as our 
individual one, and on the meaning of our past 
experiences and future direction,’’ Sister Dooley said. 
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.|. Diocese launches jubilee season Dec. 12 


Our Lady of Guadalupe celebrations in Imperial and 
San Diego will serve to launch a four-month series of 
events honoring the diocese and Bishop Leo T. Maher for 
their respective anniversaries of service, it was announced 
this week. 

Msgr. I. Brent Eagen, chairman of the Jubilee 
Planning Committee, said the ‘‘anniversary season’’ will 
begin when Bishop Maher and Auxiliary Bishop Gilbert 
E. Chavez join in the annual Guadalupe festivities in 
Imperial Valley Dec. 12. 

The event will be held at the Midwinter Fairgrounds in 
Imperial, and will include a Mass scheduled for 7 p.m. 

Bishops Maher and Chavez also will take part in the 
Our Lady of Guadalupe celebration in San Diego Dec. 
14. 

A series of jubilee events will follow, Msgr. Eagen said, 
culminating with a Mass and civic dinner April 5, 1987. 

These events will commemorate the 50th anniversary 
of the San Diego diocese and the 25th anniversary of 
Bishop Maher’s episcopal ordination. 

Bishop Charles F. Buddy was installed as San Diego’s 
first prelate on Feb. 3, 1937. Until then, residents of San 
Diego, Imperial, Riverside and San Bernardino counties 
had been part of the Archdiocese of Los Angeles. 

Bishop Maher was consecrated on April 5, 1962, in San 
Francisco. 


The decision to combine the celebrations was made last 
year, and the Jubilee Planning Committee has been 
meeting since March, Msgr. Eagen said. 

The committee includes a number of priests and nuns 
within the diocese, as well as prominent business leaders 
who agreed to volunteer their time and service. 

‘‘We have been trying to arrange a series of events that 
will spotlight the wide range of contributions and 
activities that distinguish our diocese,’ Msgr. Eagen 
said. ‘“This is an active, vibrant church, with great ethnic 
and cultural diversity. We’re proud of what we are and 
who we are, and we want to bring that message across, 
using as many of our people as possible.” 

In addition to the Our Lady of Guadalupe celebrations 
next month, the jubilee calendar will include: 

e A free, public pageant March 18 in the Civic Theater 
downtown. 

e A reception and dinner for visiting bishops and 
dignitaries April 4 at the University of San Diego. 

e A jubilee Mass involving some 30 bishops and 300 
local priests April 5 at St. Joseph Cathedral. 

e A $30-a-plate civic dinner the evening of April 5 at 
the Intercontinental Hotel. 

‘‘We want to make the key events as affordable and 
accessible as possible,’?’ Msgr. Eagen said. ‘‘We want to 
involve anyone who’d like to take part, not just those who 


can afford to. That’s one of the reasons the bishops will be 
opening the jubilee celebration with the Feast of Our 
Lady of Guadalupe next month. And why we decided the 
pageant on March 18 should be free and open to the 
general public.’’ 

‘“We hope the Catholic community will want to take 
part. We hope the rest of San Diego will want to take part, 
because our commitment to ecumenical outreach is one of 
the big reasons the diocese has grown the way it has,”’ 
Msgr. Eagen added. 

The public pageant March 18 will involve hundreds of 
school children and parishioners from throughout the 
diocese. 

“We will be trying to illustrate the wide range of 
historic and ethnic diversity that exists in our Catholic 
community,’ producer Tom Rusch explained. *‘And we 
think it will be an exciting show.’’ 

Approximately 30 visiting bishops are expected for the 
Mass that will be held at 2 p.m. April 5 in the cathedral. 
In addition, all priests in the San Diego diocese will be 
invited to help concelebrate the Mass. Because the 
cathedral is relatively small, seating will be limited, but all 
diocesan parishes will be invited to send delegations. 

Tickets to the banquet that evening will be sold to help 
defray expenses, but all diocesan parishes will be invited.

Concerned that the idea may not have been accepted by 
his congregation, Msgr. Mimnagh asked for their input. 
‘“‘T sounded them out very well before and asked for their 
comments,”’ he said. 

About 80 percent of his parishioners were 
‘“‘enthusiastic’’ about the idea. He received about 10 
letters and 20 comments expressing apprehension with 
the idea. ‘‘The minute the windows were installed,*there 
was a big turnabout’’ in opinion by those who voiced 
opposition, he said. 


‘“They’ve shown over the years they’re not afraid of 


change,’’ Msgr. Mimnagh said. ‘‘One elderly lady who 
wanted no part of the windows came in and said, ‘God, 
they’re beautiful,’.’’ he added. 

Pascal spent ‘‘countless hours’’ sketching models and 
preparing the windows, said Msgr. Mimnagh. It was her 
first church project and said to be the only one of its kind 
in the world. ‘‘The people are proud that they have 
something that’s unique, beautiful and priceless,’’ added 
the pastor. 

The eight side windows measuring 9 feet by 4 feet were 
painted in her Beverly Hills studio. The 23- by 10-foot 
window behind the altar, made of four separate sections of 
Lucite, was painted at the church. 

The windows will dry for about six months before 
several coats of polyurethane resin are applied to preserve 
the paintings. 

The famous artist has spent much of her time creating 
unique glass sculptures, including her latest masterpiece 
called ‘‘Seated Torso’’ valued at $3 million. Many of 
Pascal’s creations are on display throughout the world, 
including the U.S. Embassy and the United Nations in 
Geneva. Her glass sculpture of the Madonna can be seen 
at the Vatican. 

During the dedication, Cardinal O’Fiaich said he 
immediately identified with the windows ‘‘because they 
represent a natural theme that goes back to early 
Chrisganityin Ireland.’’

sceni¢€ visions featured in the windows — green grass, 
ocean waves and dark clouds. ‘“Those are themes on 
which I was brought up,’”’ he said. ‘‘Therefore I 
immediately felt at home’’ with the windows. 

Cardinal O’Fiaich then recited an Irish poem that 
related to the windows. ‘‘Just as Pascal identified religion 
with creation, he (poet Joseph Plunkett) did exactly the 
same,” he added. 

Pascal, a member of Good Shepherd parish in Beverly 
Hills, praised Msgr. Mimnagh ‘‘because he had courage 
to go ahead’’ with the unusual project. She also 
acknowledged the parish’s acceptance of her creations. 

“I hopg you enjoy them for years to come,’’ Pascal 
said.

‘‘No one can repeat Father Hesburgh, nor do I 
intend trying,’’ Father Malloy said. ‘‘But together we 
can continue to build on the legacy of the last 35 
years.” : 

Father Malloy outlined one area where he sees a 
need for dévelopment. ‘‘Notre Dame needs to be more 
of a major graduate institution,’’ he said. 

Father Malloy is a native of Washington who 
received undergraduate and graduate degrees from 
Notre Dame and a doctorate in Christian ‘ethics from 
Vanderbilt University. He has taught at Notre Dame 
since 1974. 

The chairman of the university board of trustees, 
Donald R. Keough, president of the Coca-Cola 
Company, called Father Malloy’s election ‘‘historic’”’ 
because he is the first president to be elected by the lay 
board of trustees-established by Father Hesburgh in 
1967. 

Before that the choice was made by the provincial 
superior of the Order of Holy Cross. The bylaws 


require that Notre Dame’s president be a Holy Cross 
priest of the Indiana province. 

Keough also announced that, following Father 
Malloy’s recommendations, the board of trustees 
elected Holy Cross Father E. William Beauchamp as 
executive vice president. The present provost, 
Timothy O’Meara, will continue in his post. 


All three positions have five-year terms; subject to 
renewal. 

Asked about his future Father Hesburgh said, ‘“‘I 
plan to make it through this year getting to graduation 
and then I plan to get lost for a year.”’ 


He said he thought the last thing the new 
administration needed was to have him and Father 
Edmund P. Joyce, executive vice president, looking 
over their shoulders. Father Joyce, who has also served 
at Notre Dame for 35 years, plans to retire as well. 

Asked if it was hard for him to leave, Father 
Hesburgh responded, ‘‘No, it’s not hard at all. I’ve 
been around here long enough. I wanted to leave five 
years ago and this time I think I’m going to make it.”’

Workshop defended 


After reading Marilyn Smyth’s letter of October 31 
criticizing NETWORK and the Diocesan Peace and 
Justice Commission, it was difficult to believe that we 
were at the same workshop. 

While it is true that NETWORK does not lobby 
Congress on the abortion issue, neither does it lobby on 
food issues. Perhaps Ms. Smyth missed the exp!anation 
for this: that one of NETWORK’s criteria for issue 
selection is ‘‘non-duplication of major efforts by other 
groups.”’ This is not to be construed as support for 
abortion nor for hunger. 

Ms. Smyth’s letter fails to mention the fact that Rev. 
Douglas Regin and Mrs. Jeanne Ertle gave presentations 
at the workshop on right-to-life and hunger “— 
respectively — in order to reflect the consistent ethic of 
life — the seamless garment approach. 

Also not mentioned by Ms. Smyth was the fact that the 
Peace. and Justice Commission included in every 
registrant’s folder a copy of the congressional voting 
records from the National Right to Life Committee and 
Bread for the World to complement those provided by 
NETWORK. In addition, the Commission added 
questions on right-to-life and on hunger to the questions 
suggested by NETWORK, in the survey which was sent 
to the congressional candidates for the November 
election.

sessions, her objections would have received a response in 
a more timely manner.

Indians deserve thanks, too 


This is the time of year I watched excited 
kindergartners go by my home clad in paper feathers and 
painted cheeks beating oatmeal tom-toms. These would- 
be Indians wear necklaces fashioned not of beads but 
clumsily painted macaroni strung on a string by little 
hands. 

fe’s a good time of year to live by a school and it brings 
bagk warm memories of the excitement of our three at 
that age. The unit and little skits on the first 
Thanksgiving result in stories retold at family table and 
colorful drawings of the feast. 

I suspect frazzled kindergarten teachers have a different 
perspective, but there’s something about the story of the 
Pilgrims and Indians sharing food and friendship that 
appeals to the nostalgia and wishfulness in us. Why? 

Because we know what happened later and we don’t 
have any holiday marking our more sordid history of 
immigrant-Native American relationships. Maybe we 
need one, just to be honest. 

I feel this more deeply this Thanksgiving because’ I 
visited the Navajo canyon lands in Arizona last summer 
on vacation. They are breathtaking, historic, and arid. 

Unemployment, alcoholism, abuse, crime, and hunger 
are conditions the relatives of those First Thanksgiving 
Native Americans live under on the land. that we 
‘‘reserved’’ for them. And they aren’t alone. We can find 
them in Montana, Oklahoma, New Mexico and 
Colorado, as well. 

Our Navajo guide, a gentle veteran of World War II 
gave us his people’s history as he pointed out petroglyphs 
and ancient ruins. It was the sad familiar tale of broken 
treaties and forced movement to some of the poorest 
agricultural land in the country. Z 

As we and others on the tour listened, we became more 
and more uncomfortable. Reading about less-than- 
honorable history is one thing: seeing the results another. 

But what made it most uncomfortable was that our 
vacation coincided with Liberty Week. During the day we

walked with the Navajos. At night, we turned on 
television to the eulogies of immigration. 

It’s fair to say that the Native Americans don’t have the 
same warm nostalgia for the Statue of Liberty and 
immigration history that the rest of us do. They were the 
losers and we were the winners. 

What does all this have to do with Thanksgiving? Well, 
that giving thanks for what we have isn’t complete unless 
we give others a chance to be thankful, too. 

I’m not hoping to instill guilt here for what was done to 
the Native Americans in the past. Neither you nor I were 
here when their lands were appropriated and I refuse to 
accept personal responsibility for those times and people 
in history. 


But there’s new hope for the Navajos and new fears of 


broken treaties. Now that oil and minerals have been 
discovered under their parched soil, greedy eyes are 
turning toward it. Words are being voiced to the effect 
that the Navajos own the land but not the rights to what 
lies below. - | 

When asked about this new turn, our Navajo guide 
nodded, ‘‘Yes, we are worried.’’ And smiled, ‘“‘But we 
have our own lawyers now.”’ 

We weren’t responsible for what happened earlier but 
we are now. If we allow yet another treaty to be broken 
and lands to be stolen in the interest of greed without 
protesting, we are no better than those who stole land in 
earlier times. In honor of Thanksgiving, Pilgrims and 
Indians, we might pledge to support the Navajos in 
having something to be thankful for — finally.

Question: It is my understanding that a secular 
priest receives room, board and a stipend of $6,000 
annually. He gets money for performing baptisms, 
marriages and by saying Masses. 

My friend contends that priests do not receive any 
money for their own use over their salary. Who is 
right? 

Answer: Diocesan priests in our country almost always 
receive a base salary. The amount varies from diocese to 
diocese depending on several factors. 

Other monies do come to parish priests. By church law, 
for example, Mass stipends are given to the priest who is 
celebrant of that Mass. 

Gifts to a priest at the time of a baptism or wedding, 
commonly called ‘‘stole fees,’’ also may go to the parish 
priest. However, many parishes and individual priests 
have a policy of not accepting such ‘‘fees,’’ especially for 
baptism. 

An increasing number of dioceses provide an option. If 
a priest or priests in a parish elect to do so, they.may 
accept each month a given amount determined by the 
bishop in place of these stole fees. All money received in 
this way above that amount goes to the parish. 

It is noteworthy that Catholics in some countries have 
never had the custom of offering Mass stipends and in 
some other countriés it is gradually dying out. 


Question: I have heard priests and other teachers 
use the term ‘‘unconditional love.’’ Is that found 
anywhere in Scripture? If so, where? What is meant 
by the term and why do we seem to hear about it so 
often in relation to God? 


Answer: Unconditional love simply means a love that 
is not subject to any conditions or “‘ifs.’’ Many 
relationships we identify as love are conditional ones: “‘I 
will love you if you do this or as long as you behave this 
way or that.”

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, Bishops approve economy pastoral, 225-9

WASHINGTON (NC) — As the U.S. bishops met for 
four days in Washington, the discussion and passage of 
the economics pastoral shared the spotlight with a lengthy 
closed-door session on U.S.-Vatican relations with the 
focus on Archbishop Raymond G. Hunthausen, whose 
authority was curtailed by Rome. 

On a quieter level, the bishops’ days were filled with 
elections of officers a committee chairmen as well as 
debates and votes on several action items involving 
liturgy, human rights and plans and priorities. 

The meeting of the National Conference of Catholic 
Bishops Nov. 10-13 opened with an address by Bishop 
James W. Malone, outgoing NCCB president, on the 
state of the U.S. church in which he warned about a 
““dangerous disaffection’? between some U.S.+Catholics 
and the Vatican. 

Bishops also heard a letter, read by Archbishop Pio 
Laghi, papal pronuncio to the United States, from Pope 


John Paul II which stressed cooperation between the Holy 


See and the bishops’ conference. 

Archbishop John L. May of St. Louis, NCCB vice 
president, was elected president. Archbishop Daniel E: 
Pilarezyk of Cincinnati was elected vice president. 

Other highlights of the four-day bishops’ meeting 
included: 

e Announcement of plans to send a delegation of U.S. 
bishops to meet with the pope this winter or spring to 
discuss the pope’s 1987 visit to the United States. 

¢ The release of a report on a three-year Vatican- 
mandated study on U.S. Religious. 

e A report by Archbishop Thomas C. Kelly of 
Louisville, Ky., chairman of an ad hoc committee on the 
1987 papal trip, who said limited dialogue during the visit 
between Catholics and the pope is possible. 

The 54,000-word pastoral letter, “‘Economic Justice for 
All: Catholic Social Teaching and the U.S. Economy,”’ 
which was six years in the making, was approved 225-9. 
The bishops simultaneously approved an accompanying 
pastoral message urging Catholics and all Americans to 
work to achieve economic rights for everyone. 

Archbishop Rembert Weakland of Milwaukee, 
chairman of the pastoral’s writing committee, told the 
bishops in his initial presentation of the letter that 
preaching economic justice is a ‘‘vital part’’ of preaching 
the Gospel. 

The bishops spent more than five hours in executive 
session, most of.it discussing the Hunthausen situation. 
No report from the meeting itself was given, but 
afterward Bishop Malone said that church rules and 
procedures had been followed in the Vatican’s dealings 
with the archbishop and the bishops had no authority to 
intervene. 

He said Archobishop Hunthausen has the ‘*‘ 
confidence”’ of his fellow bishops. 

Last September, Archbishop Hunthausen had been

Liturgy and related issues. 

They rejected by 121 to 112 approval of the first 
eucharistic prayer composed in the English language. 
Following approval by the bishops and the Holy See, it 
would have become the 10th eucharistic prayer available 
for use in English-language Masses in the United States. 
The other nine are translated from a foreign language. 

By overwhelming margins they approved a new set of 


rites and rules for the entry of converts into the church. In 
five related votes, the nation’s prelates set in motion a 
five-year plan to expand, develop and refine the revived 
Rite of Christian Initiation of Adults, or RCIA as it is 
usually called by church officials. 

A uniform Spanish-language translation of the Mass 
was approved by a 243-to-4 vote. In a separate vote of 247 
to 7, they approved the use of the more common “‘usted”’ 


and “‘ustedes’’ — Spanish words for ‘‘you’’ — in place of 
“‘vosotros’? in Mass greetings and admonitions. 
“‘Vosotros’’ is used most often by Spaniards, while U.S. 


Hispanics who are primarily from Latin American 
nations are more comfortable with the ‘‘usted’’ and 
“‘ustedes”’ form of the word ‘‘you.”’ 

They also agreed by a narrow margin to return a 
statement on general absolution to their Committee on 
Canonical Affairs for more work. 

Human rights. 

Two resolutions supporting the rights of people in two ' 
problem-plagued countries — Lithuania and Lebanon — 
were passed. 

The resolution on Lithuania called on Soviet 
authorities to respect the rights of Lithuanian people: The 
Lebanon resolution said it was intended ‘‘to call the 
attention of the international community to the fragile 
status of Lebanon and its need for help.”’ 

Plans and priorities. 

The bishops set doctrine, justice, education, vocations, 
ministerial development and catechetical ministry as top 
priorities for the USCC-NCCB in 1988-90 in a list of 36 
objectives. The others dealt with such matters as 
supporting the bishops and pope, education, involvement 
of the laity in church life, and social justice.

Bishop Maher pleased with results of recent NCCB meeting 


ALCALA PARK — Reflecting on last week’s meeting 
of U.S. bishops in Washington, D.C., Bishop Leo T. 
Maher said Nov. 17 the church is Slive and well in the 
United States. 

Indeed, he said, it is well because ‘‘ 
alive.”’

“No church in the world is as alive as the Catholic 
Church in America,’’? Bishop Maher concluded after 
reviewing the mountain of reports and minutes on his 
desk in Alcala Park. ‘‘There are problems, to be sure. 
Some people seem to dwell on the — so-called 
‘controversy.’ But the American church may have 
more energy than ever before, and as we saw last week, 
it’s as unified and strong as it has ever been.”’ 

Bishop Maher was particularly pleased that the 
bishops gave final approval to the 54,000-word 
pastoral letter on the economy, entitled ‘‘Economic 
Justice for All.’ 

‘It took six years to prepare and approve, but it was 
wel: worth it,’’? Bishop Maher said. ‘‘This statement is 


what the church is all about, because it brings into 
focus the need for people of faith to involve themselves 
with others in their respective communities. The 
central issue is the dignity of the human person.”’ 

The pastoral letter calls on people to judge all aspects 
of economic life by asking and answering three basic 
questions: What does the economy do for the people? 
What does it do to the people? And, how do people 
participate in it? 

‘‘Not only have we issued this statement, we will 
spend the next three years educating our people on 
what it says and what it means,’ Bishop Maher said. 
“The pastoral will be discussed in every Catholic 
school in every diocese in the country.”’ 

Bishop Maher was pleased with the bishops’ stand 
concerning Archbishop Raymond G. Hunthausen of 
Seattle. Archbishop Hunthausen had asked the U.S. 
bishops for a statement of support following the 
Vatican’s decision to limit his authority in the Seattle 


archdiocese. 
¢ 


“We had never spent the time we spent discussing 
the situation in Seattle,’’ Bishop Maher said. ‘‘In the 
end, while acknowledging the pain and difficulty that 
exists, we felt it was important to support the Vatican’s 
right to deal with the situation chere. At the same time, 
though, the bishops felt they needed to assist in any 
way they could to improve the situation. We are a 
family, and we need to work together and support one 
another to find unity.”’ E 

The National Conference of Catholic Bishops dealt 
with a wide variety of issues last week, and Bishop 
Maher feels the U.S. church emerged stronger and 
more unified than it had been one week earlier. 

“I had some concern when the meeting began,’’ he 
conceded. *‘Emotions were running very high. By the 
end of the week, though, I think most of us were 
extremely pleased by the way things had gone and the 
number of key things we accomplished. It was a very 
positive week for the church. We showed we can have 
problems within the church and still have unity, and 
that was a very important lesson for us all.’’ 
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Education is top priority among blacks

WASHINGTON (NC).— Black Catholics responding 
to a national survey said they see education in Catholic 
schools, leadership training for young adults and adults, 
and black spirituality and worship as essential to their full 
participation in the church. 

A total of 376 responded out of 2,200 black Catholics 
surveyed. The survey was sponsored by the National 
Office. for Black Catholics and the National Black Lay 
Cathoiic Caucus. 

It. was prepared arid distributed during August, 
September and October in 65 cities. Ages of respondents 
ranged from 15 to 93 with an average age of 48. 

Survey results were released at a press conference Nov. 
10 during the U.S. bishops’ general meeting -in 
Washington. Copies were given to the 300 bishops 
attending the meeting. 


Black Catholics number about 1.3 million out of the 
U.S. black population of 26 million. There are 52 million 
Catholics in the United States. 

Those surveyed rated education in Catholic schools the 
top priority in parish life, followed by young adult 
leadership training, adult leadership training, black 
spirituality or worship, and social action involvement. 

About 89 percent said they felt racism was present in 
many levels of parish, school, diocesan and archdiocesan 
structures. 

When asked if they had read the U.S. bishops’ 1979 
pastoral letter on, racism, 64.1 percent said no, 33.8 
percent said yes and 2.1 percent did not answer. 

More than half of those surveyed — 56.1 percent — 
said they had read the 1984 pastoral letter on 
evangelization within the black community issued by the 
nation’s 10 black bishops. There were 42.3 percent who 
said they had not read it. 

The 1984 letter, ‘‘What We Have Seen and Heard,’’

documents?’’ 47.1- percent said there had been no 
discussion while 43.1 percent said there had. 

A little over 50 percent said blacks have made progress 
in the church, but more than 70 percent said young black 
Catholics do not have a high level of interest and 
motivation in church life. 

Almost 73 percent said they felt the church was losing 
many young people to other denominations.

Hispanic youth ministry is focus of diocesan study

ALCALA PARK — A pastoral study on Hispanic 
youth ministry in the diocese is being undertaken by the 
Office of Youth and Young Adult Ministry. 

The study will give this office information needed to 
develop a comprehensive plan to minister to Hispanic 
youth, said Vidal Garcia, consultant for Hispanic youth 
ministry. 

Garcia and four diocesan youths will work on the 
project expected to be completed by late January 1987. 
Two-member teams will interview pastors and 
coordinators of Hispanic ministry in parishes that offer 
Spanish-language services. 

The youth office has prepared a 10-page questionnaire 
for the project.-It includes inquiries about parish Spanish- 
language programs, such as liturgical celebrations .for 
15-year-olds’ (Quinceanera) and preparation for 
confirmation. 

To kick off the study, Auxiliary Bishop Gilbert Chavez 
sent a letter to all priests in the diocese asking for their 
cooperation with the project. He noted that the study was 
a continuation of the Tercer Encuentro (Yhird Encounter) 
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process. 

“Youth were identified as one of the five areas of 
pastoral concern to the Hispanic community”? at the 
August 1985 encuentro held in Washington D.C., Bishop 
Chavez’s letter states. 

It was mailed to all clergy so they ‘‘all will be aware of 
Hispanic ministry even if they are not in a parish with a 
large Hispanic population,’’ Garcia said. Their “‘support 
and collaboration’’ is essential for a successful study. 

‘‘Our purpose is to be of service.’ The study’s aim is to 
get diocesan-level Spanish-speaking services to the parish 
level, she explained. ; 

The Tercer Encuentro process requires that pastoral 


. plans for youth be developed at the national, regional and 


diocesan levels. The youth office study will identify both 


existing parish Spanish-speaking programs and those that 


are needed. 
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Information yielded by the study will also be used by 
the diocesan Youth Ministry Task Force, a Board of 
Educational Ministry subcommittee engaged in a two- 
year study of the needs of diocesan youth. This recently 
formed 19-member group is charged with developing a 
‘common vision of youth ministry,’’ said Garcia, who is 
also a task-force member. 

Spanish-language ministry programs are not intended 
‘*to create divisiveness,’’ she pointed out. The project’s 
goal is to develop a comfortable atmosphere for Hispanic 
youth, ‘‘in a language they grew up with.” 

Garcia emphasized the importance of Hispanic 
ministry in parishes. She compared it to other parish 
groups, such as the Legion of Mary and the Altar and 
Rosary Society, each of which performs a specific role. 

‘‘Hispanic ministry is another (parish) group. It is not 
divisive. It is like any other type of ministry,”’ she said.

WASHINGTON (NC) — High unemployment on 
both sides of the Irish border plus rising political troubles 
in the six British-ruled northern counties seem unsolvable 
problems for the foreseeable future, said. Ireland’s 
primate. 

The Catholic Church is trying te reduce joblessness 
with local work programs and to promote,ecumenism as a 
counterbalance to sectarian hatred in Northern Ireland, 
said Cardinal Tomas O’Fiaich of -Armagh, Northern 
Ireland. His archdiocese includes parishes in- =the Irish 
Republic and the northern province. 

But ‘‘I would be rather pessimistic about ay figure 
coming near full employment in my lifetime,’’ said the 
cardinal. 

In the clash over political and economic power in 
Northern Ireland, which deepened since an agreement 
gave the Irish Republic an advisory role in the British 
province, ‘‘Things are not looking too good,”’ he said. 

Talking about Ireland in a Nov. 11 interview with 
National Catholic News Service, the cardinal also said 87. 
percent of Irish Catholics attend church regularly — the 
highest rate in Europe — but the church is still ‘‘weak’’ in 
other areas of lay participation. 


Unemployment runs to 40 percent in some Northern 
Ireland towns and 70 percent in parts of the republic, 
Cardinal O’ Fiaich said. ‘He said old biases in the British 
province make it ‘‘very noticeable that the chance of a 
Protestant getting a job is two-and-one-half times” that of 
a Catholic. 

He noted the government is trying to 
past negligence.”’ 

Cardinal O’Fiaich said dioceses are trying to provide 
work where they can. Britain guarantees 90 percent of the 
salary of people ‘‘taken off the dole’? and given useful 
jobs, he said. The work can be everything from 
computerizing baptismal records to painting the 
graveyard fence, the cardinal said.

The Irish Catholic Church faces an internal challenge 
of building lay participation, he said; ‘‘one area in which 
the Irish church has been weak.’’ The local priest 
traditionally ‘‘did everything,’’ the cardinal said, and 
some still ‘‘are very reluctant to let the reins get out of 
their hands.”’ 

He said he is pushing for lay parish councils in every 
parish, but it is slow work because he wants councils *‘that 
will work well.”’

committed to service. Barbara Tiegan 
plans to initiate a program in which the 
youth will visit elderly people living in in- 
stitutional settings and follow this interac- 
tion with regular telephone calls. 

The Emmaus Today Center provides 
educational programs; social activities for 
members, residents and the active retired; 
and individual and family counseling. 

Sister Maureen Keegan, president of 
the corporation, teaches Scripture classes 
and Sister Daniels gives instruction in 
English skills and computers. Father 
Michael French, chaplain, and other vol- 
unteers also teach two-month courses on 
subjects such as interpersonal relation- 
ships, spiritual leadership and Spanish 
conversation. 

The Emmaus Today Center is a duplex 
with a chapel, conference room, comput- 
er room, kitchen and office. Father 
French celebrates Mass there twice a 
week for the Sisters of Charity and about 
a dozen core members. 

The corporation offers housing for 
shared, but independent living. Rents are 
below the market price ‘‘to accommodate 
the*needs off retired people,’’ Sister Dan- 
iels said. 

Two members now reside in property 
owned by Emmaus Today. 


A duplex adjoining the center has been 
home to Johnny Lewis for a year. She was 
introduced to Emmaus Today by Sister 
Elaine Krebsbach, her friend and co- 
worker at the’ Town and Country Hotel. 

““The members are like a family,”’ 
fewis said, describing how they ‘“‘pitched 
in’’ to transform ‘the duplex into a center 
for prayer and service. 

Lewis will soon share her apartment 
with another woman after she is released 
from a hospital. 

Another resident is Mary Arulappan 
from Bangalore, India, who graduated 
from the University of San Diego last 
spring. Her room is part of a former gar- 
age converted into two bedrooms and an 


office. This wing adjoins the convent of 


the three Sisters of Charity. 


Because rental. fees do not meet 
mortage payments and operating costs, a 
monthly $800 deficit results. This is offset 
by fund-raisers and donations. 

More rentals will be available after a 
recently acquired duplex near the center 
has been readied for tenants, Sister Dan- 
els said. She also hopes the corporation 
Gan purchase nine more units in the 
vicinity. 

The director looks to expanding the 
services of Emmaus Today. Three His- 
panic professionals will volunteer as bilin- 
gual family counselors. Core member 
Mina Dawson, a biblical scholar and Jew- 
ish convert to Christianity, will teach 
courses in Scripture. 

Sister Daniels also’ envisions some 
members ‘volunteering to serve with 
members of her religious congregation in 
foreign missions in Brazil, Suriname, 
Zimbabwe and Indonesia. 

Emmaus Today was founded in 1982 
by Sisters Daniels, Keegan and Krebs- 
bach and six associates. 

Their first ministries served both young 
and old. They gave catechetical instruc- 
tion to youth ranging from 2-year-olds to 
teen-agers. Activities they organized for 
several elderly people included Bible 
studies, luncheons, picnics and excur- 
sions, Sister Daniels said.

‘Just treatment for those 
who work for the church’ 


OAKLAND, Calif. (NC) 
treatment for clergy, Religious and laity 
in the workplace has been called for by a 
national group of church personnel 
directors. 


Equal 


The group, the National Association of 
Church Personnel Administrators, made 
its call in a position paper released Nov. 
14 in Oakland at its annual convention. 
The organization is an 800-member 
association primarily of personnel 
directors of dioceses and religious orders. 

Titled ‘‘Just Treatment for Those Who 
Work for the Church,’’ the paper listed 
10 recommendations to bring church 
personnel practices into line with church 
social teaching. 

First among the recommendations was 
establishment of ‘‘comprehensive’’ 
personnel systems to eliminate 
distinctions between salary and benefits to 
clergy, Religious and laity doing the same 
work. 

Personnel policies should be 
“ordinarily applicable on an equal basis 
to lay persons, members of religious 
congregations, and clergy,’’ the 
association paper said. 

At present, most national, diocesan 
and parish organizations have different 
salary scale and benefit packages for 
priests, brothers, sisters and laity doing 
the same work. 

At the U.S. Catholic Conference, for 
example, a lay person receives a salary; a 
priest receives a stipend, board, and a 
suite of rooms at the conference’s staff 
house; and a sister receives a stipend and 
basic living allowance. 

Other recommendations of the position 
paper include: 


¢ Participation by employees in 
decision” making’ which miluences their 
lives. 

¢ Compensation systems which enable 
employees to live in a manner worthy of 
human respect and to meet responsiblities 
to family, including the religious order 
family. 

© Continuing education. 

° Affirmative action to promote hiring 
and promotion of ethnic and _ racial 
minorities and women at every level. 


e Fair recruitment and _ placement 
procedures. 
e Fair and honest performance 
evaluation. 


© Clearly stated grievance procedures 
and methods of due process. 

¢ Termination procedures which 
require clear identification of reasons for 
firing. ’ 


¢ Defense and support of an 
employee’s right to join worker 
organizations. 

The paper was written to offer 


‘challenges to the institutional church to 
be an employer that exemplifies and 
models just, equitable, and fair personnel 
policies,’’ according to its preface. 

It was dedicated to Sister of Charity 
Barbara Garland, “‘in recognition of her 
dedication to the justice issues this paper 
addresses.’’ Sister Garland is vicar for 
personnel in the Diocese of Syracuse, 
N.Y., and one of the authors of the 
21-page paper.

Boundaries 


We all have a need to talk with someone else about issues and difficulties 
that arise in our personal lives and our families. Problems arise, however, 
when parents use. their children in this manner. 


Often children get too involved in marital problems. Sometimes they 
become an indirect communications link between the parents, which can be extremely 
stressful. The child feels torn between the parents in terms of loyalty, and also feels guilty 
and powerless if he or she can not help them reconcile their differences. 


The situation generally escalates until all parties — husband, wife, children — begin to 
act out their frustrations in negative ways. It is essential that parents consult an 
experienced marriage and family therapist who can help them establish boundaries.beyond 
which they will not involve the child. Together they will learn to keep the children out of 
the middle of the marriage. While it may seem desirable to be truly open with children, 
they have different abilities and capacities than adults. A parent must learn effective 
communication with one’s spouse, for the sake of both marriage and children.

Youth voted 


top priority 


in L.A. archdiocese

LOS ANGELES (NC) — Ministry to 
youth will be the top pastoral priority of 
the Archdiocese of Los Angeles, 
according to a Nov. 2 vote at an 
archdiocesan pastoral convocation. 

The vote was taken at a two-day 
meeting of 990 representatives from 285° 
parishes of the nation’s largest 
archdiocese and marked the culmination 
of a yearlong grass-roots consultation. 
Archbishop Roger Mahony of Los 
Angeles initiated the consultation within 
weeks of his installation in September 
1985 to determine direction of the 
archdiocese for the next five years. 

Other priorities following ministry to 
youth, in their order of importance,-were: 


development of financial and personnel 
resources, social justice, education in 
Catholic schools, spiritual growth, 
worship and liturgy, adult education, 
shared responsibility, family life support, 
and support for families in crisis. 

Other priorities included communica- 
tions outreach, religious education of chil- 
dren, social service programs, evangeliza- 
tion, internal parish communications, 
and ethnic and cultural awareness. 


In making youth their top priority, the 
representatives said they committed 
themselves ‘‘to develop, implement and 
maintain a comprehensive spiritual, so- 
cial and educational youth program to in- 
spire youth involvement in family and 
community.”

Dialogue possible with pope during U.S. trip 


WASHINGTON (NC) — Catholics 
will have an opportunity for ‘‘limited 
dialogue’? with Pope John Paul II when 


«he visits the United States in September 


1987, Archbishop Thomas C. Kelly of 
Louisville, Ky., told bishops Nov. 13. 

At the Nov. 10-13 National Conference 
of Catholic Bishops meeting in 
Washington Archbishop Kelly outlined 
plans for the papal visit. The archbishop 
is chairman of the ad hoc committee on 
the papal trip. 

‘A totally open dialogue would not be 
applicable,’’ due to the limits on the 
pope’s time and the style of his visits, 
Archbishop Kelly said, but with “‘the 
limited dialogue style of visit’’ the pope 
will ‘‘see much of the life of the church in 
the United States.”’ 

Plans for the visit ‘‘are pretty well in

The archbishop described the pope’s 
expected four-hour meeting with U.S. 
bishops in Los Angeles Sept. 16, 1987. It 
will include a Mass, interventions, lunch 
and ‘‘the Holy Father mingling with us.”’ 

Asked whether bishops can suggest 
topics for the dialogue, Archbishop Kelly 
said that he assumes these topics will be 
determined at a meeting in Rome in the 
spring but that suggestions would be 
welcome. The pope will see all texts of 
presentations in advance and prepare 
responses to them, he added. 

Pope John Paul will meet with a variety 
of Catholic and other religious leaders 
during the Sept. 10-18, 1987 visit. 

The trip is to begin in Miami, where he 
will meet with priests and representatives 
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of the Jewish community. In Columbia, 
S.C., -he will confer with national 
ecumenical leaders. In New Orleans he 
will meet with the leadership of Catholic 
elementary, secondary and _ higher 
education, participate in a youth rally and 
take part in a prayer service with 
permanent deacons. 

In San Antonio, Texas, he will meet 
with U.S. Catholic charities and social 
action leaders and with young men and 
women in spiritual formation programs 
while in Phoenix, Ariz., he will meet with 
Catholic health care leaders and with 
Indians.
